Liberals opened Are in-Legislature 
by urging a plan for the refunding of 
Alberta's provincial debt, amounting 
to $144,000,"000. 

The three Canadian political lead¬ 
ers are agreed on the necessity f(or 
social reform but Mr. Woodsworth 
has an advantage over the other two 
in that he can put his message across 
on Sundays and from t he pulpit. 

Hon. Robert Weir has introduced a 
plan to combat west drought prob¬ 
lems, by building dams, sowing grass 
reforestation, etc. An area of 36 
square miles may be used as a test 
scheme with eventual reclamation of 
10,000,000 acres planned. 

In Quebec, large political demon¬ 
strations are held on Sunday after¬ 
noons, not in the churches, but often 
the orators declaim from the church 
steps. There, too, the joint meeting 
— assemble* contradictoim- — still 
prevails—although it has gone out of 
vogue in other parts of the country. 
It has no great political value. No 
one ever Went to one a Grit and came 
back a Tory, or vice versa. 

A Chicago firm, who is in the cus¬ 
toms house brokerage business writes 
The Market Examiner to say that 
cattle that are shipped “in bond” t^J 
the Chicago (and presumably in a 
corresponding degree to other Ameri¬ 
can yards) get a difference of from 
$30 to $60 a car in duty paid at a 
border port of the U.S.A. and Chica¬ 
go .varies from $30 to $60 a car on 
cattle weighing over 750 lb. 

Men and women with shady pasts 
and presents were willing to appear 
as witnesses at Flemington, in spite 
of the gruelling that respectable wit¬ 
nesses received.

Are we afraid 
of what he might' say; or are we 
suppressing free speech as they do in 
Russia?—Ottawa Citizen. 


INTEREST GROWTH 


The way of interest with a man is 
being amply demonstrated before 
the official receivers of the Farmer- 
Creditor Boards. Here is one exam¬ 
ple out of the many. 

Fourteen years ago a farmer north 
east of Calgary mortgaged his half 
section farm to the extent of $4000 
bearing 8 per cent interest. 

In the intervening years he paid 
interest and principal $3,912, just 
$88 less than the'original borrowing. 

Today he still owes $3,154 set out 
at $4,070 principal, and $4,0884 in¬ 
terest.. The principal amount, at 
present greater than the original 
loan, results from certain items of 
interest being added to the principal 
at various times.

LIABILITIES (TRUST) 


Amongst judgments arrived at by 
the Board of Review, the most drastic 
writing off to date, was writing down 
of a second mortgage on a section of 
land from $27,000 to $11,000. Another 
sharp write down in a mortgage given 
as additional security on promissory 
nbtes was made, when a mortgage 
held by a chartered bank was written 
down from $11,633.72 to $2,000 bear¬ 
ing interest at 6%. Previous interest 
was 8%. ■ 

A Bow Island farmer owing $13,820 
had reductions of $9,820 made in his 
debt. A Barons farmer owing $101,- 
733 had debts scaled to $70,031. His 
assets were listed in the proposal as 
$60,000. Though operating on a large 
scale, the Board thought he could 
carry on. In addition he is relieved 
further by a cut of 50% in accrued 
interest on a Winnipeg” Assurance 
mortgage. 

A first mortgage of $6,595 was re¬ 
duced to $6,314 repayable over ten 
years at 6%. A bank claim for $3,600 
on chattel mortgage by implem¬ 
ent companies for $1,123 anil 
$1,270 were reduced to $836 and 
$406 repayable in four and three an¬ 
nual instalments. 

General reduction in. interest was 
two per cent, and prevailing rate be¬ 
fore reduction was 8%. Some cases 
had interest reduced to 6%. Repay¬ 
ment terins are based mainly on abil¬ 
ity of the farmer to get returhs from 
his land.

The sentiment at Ottawa, which 
must be accepted as the focus to¬ 
wards which Canada’s variegated po¬ 
litical opinion concentrates,' is that 
Mr. Bennett’sproposals have literally 
swept the country off its unsteady 
)>dlitical feet, and have enthused Can¬ 
adians in general with a cheerful op¬ 
timism, apd a,hopeful determination 
that laughs at the threatening grim- 
uces of St. James Street, and the pif¬ 
fling pin-pricks of selfish partisans. 

Mr. Mackenzie King made what 
will now be known as his “I put it in 
a book” speech. He was endeavoring 
with many words and much vehem¬ 
ence to claim credit for many of Mn 
Bennett’s ideas and after he had 
reached the point where he accused 
the Prime - Minister of a sudden con¬ 
version he burst forth as follows: 

“I have not arrived at my views on 
this question by thinking them very 
seriously for the last two or three 
'years. I have thought over these 
questions all my -life and the view I 
am expressing now is nd~-deathbed 
repentence on the eve of a general 
election.”

New, Revised and Enlarged Edition 


The appeal of Vivian MacMillan 
and her father against the judgment 
of Justicer Ives in the MacMillan- 
Brownlee case, was dismissed by the 
appellate division of the supreme, 
court of Alberta. Five separate judg¬ 
ments were handed down. ChiefrJus- 
tice Harvey, ^Justice Mitchell' and 
Justice Ford held that the appeal 
should be dismissed on the ground 
that there was no proper evidence of 
damage upon which the jury could 
rightly enter the verdict it d id.

Lord Baden Powell organized 
the Scout movement in /1907 with hi, 
.eaching of woodcraft and self-reliant 
ooy life as exemplified in the pledge. 
: ince that time the membership has 
grown amazingly and founded on a 
solid, practical appeal, has been a 
great influence for good. It is ex¬ 
pected that probably 3000 Scouts will- 
be gathered in Calgary to welcome 
their Chief. Describing the Scout or¬ 
ganization as the greatest peace fac¬ 
tor in the world, Colonel Woods also 
urged the necessity of securing suit¬ 
able interested leaders, and the val¬ 
ue of interest and assistance from 
all adults of every community.
